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REPORTS BY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA WITH RESPECT TO THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 
FOR THE CALENDAR YEARS ENDED DECEMBER 31, 1930 
AND 1931 

INTRODUCTION 

These reports are prepared from data submitted on behalf of the 
Government of the Philippine Islands with respect to the traffic in 
narcotic drugs. Such data are furnished semiannually by the 
Governor-General at the close of each 6-month period extending, 
respectively, from January 1 to June 30, and from July 1 to Decem- 
ber 31, of each year. 

The statistics of imports of narcotic drugs into the Islands during 
the periods covered by these reports, as furnished by the Governor- 
General, contain apparent discrepancies and these are being investi- 
gated. The laws of the Philippine Islands permit the importation of 
merchandise (including narcotic drugs) and its storage in bonded 
warehouses for a period of two years, which time may, upon request of 
the importer, be extended for an additional year. The duties are 
adjusted upon removal or delivery from the bonded warehouses. 
The withdrawal of narcotic drugs from the bonded warehouses being 
in fact a release of such drugs for consumption, such withdrawal has 
been regarded as the transaction to which significance should be 
attached rather than the receipt of the drugs at the port, and the 
figures furnished for imports represent deliveries from bonded ware- 
houses for use or distribution instead of the actual shipments during 
the period across the frontiers. The figures hitherto submitted, 
therefore, do not lend themselves to comparison with those repre- 
senting quantities exported to the Philippine Islands. Effort is 
being made to obtain statistics to show quantities actually arriving 
in Philippine ports as well as quantities withdrawn from bonded 
warehouses. 

With the exception of the statistics of imports and exports, which 
have been omitted pending further investigation, the reports of the 
Government of the Philippine Islands, consolidated to cover the 
calendar years 1930 and 1931, respectively, are set forth as follows: 
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CALENDAR YEAR 1930 

A. GENERAL 

1. New Legislation. 

No new law or regulation affecting the traffic in opium or other 
prohibited drugs was enacted during the period from January 1 to 
December 31, 1930. The laws and regulations set forth in the 
reports previously submitted continued in force. 

2. Control of International Trade. 

The laws of the Philippine Islands prohibit the importation of 
cocaine, opium or its derivatives such as morphine, heroin, or other 
similar drugs, except for medicinal and scientific purposes, and then 
only upon authority from the Government. The Insular Collector 
of Customs has charge of the administration of the customs but the 
Collector of Internal Revenue supervises the importation and handling 
of opium and its derivatives throughout thfe Islands. 

No opium, coca leaves, or any derivative of either of them was 
exported from the Islands during the calendar year 1930. 

Any person found guilty of importing opium or its derivatives or 
any other prohibited drug for purposes other than medicinal and 
scientific and without proper authority from the Government is 
punished by imprisonment for not less than two nor more than five 
years and by a fine of not less than f*300 nor more than f*10,000. 
When the offender is an alien subject, his deportation is decreed in 
case of recidivism. 

3. Internal Regulation of the Manufacture, Sale, Distribution, Use, Etc., of the 
Drugs. 

This subject matter has been treated in the reports previously 
submitted, particularly that corresponding to the calendar year 1929 
wherein the various methods employed in smuggling narcotic drugs 
into the Islands and the different ways of evading detection by the 
authorities were also discussed. The smugglers, however, at times 
fall into the hands of the police and constabulary as can be seen 
from the tabulated cases of violations of the Opium laws, appearing 
elsewhere in this report, as handled by the various agencies of the 
Government entrusted with the enforcement of the said laws. 

Brief r6sum6s of the circumstances connected with a few important 
seizures, as illustrative of the manner in which the illicit traffic is 
supplied, follow: 

On April 7, 1930, customs officers seized in the Chinese Baggage Inspection 
Room of the Customs Building in Manila, 2,000 one-tael tins of smoking opium. 
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The tins in question were found among bamboo baskets containing sweetpotatoes, 
which had arrived as baggage on board the Steamship Macaria, the tins being 
wrapped in Chinese newspaper and cotton textile. The vessel had arrived in 
Manila on April 6, 1930, coming from Amoy, China, having left the latter port 
on April 3, 1930. One thousand of these tins bore labels denoting the smoking 
opium to be of the "Lion" brand; 496 tins bore the symbol "555"; 500 tins had 
Chinese characters, and the remaining four tins bore no marks whatsoever. The 
drugs were confiscated and prosecution of the attempted illicit importers was 
instituted. 

On August 7, 1930, customs officers apprehended one Liong Hua Chan in front 
of Legaspi Landing, alongside of Pier 7, Manila, in possession of 258 one-tael 
tins of smoking opium. Chan had apparently disembarked from the Steamship 
Tanda, which had arrived that day in Manila, coming from Melbourne, New 
Castle, Sydney, Brisbane, Townsville, Cairns, Thursday Island, and Sandakan, 
having left Melbourne on July 9, 1930. Each tin was wrapped in newspaper and 
bore marks denoting the opium to be of the "Lion" brand. The drugs were 
confiscated and prosecution was instituted as to Chan. 

On September 15, 1930, customs officers found 1,420 one-tael tins of smoking 
opium floating on the water in the anchorage outside of the breakwater of 
Manila. The drugs were concealed in two hollow logs and a canvas sack and 
had apparently been deposited in the water from the Steamship Consuelo, which 
had arrived in Manila on September 14, 1930, coming from Amoy, China. Five 
hundred and sixty tins were*branded "Crown"; 420 were branded "Beekee"; 
20 were branded "Eagle"; and 420 bore Chinese characters. It was not possible 
definitely to ascertain who caused this attempted unlawful importation nor how 
it was brought in, but the drugs were confiscated. 

On October 7, 1930, the Steamship Susana II arrived in Manila, coming directly 
from Amoy, China, having left the latter port on October 4, 1930. A search of 
the ship's passenger baggage disclosed two suitcases, labeled Tan Say Ching, 
containing 499 one-tael tins of smoking opium and 14 packages, weighing 1,165 
grams, of morphine. The morphine bore no marks or labels, but 299 tins of 
smoking opium purported to be "Lion" brand and the remaining 200 tins bore 
Chinese characters. No arrest was made, as the ostensible owner or owners of 
the drugs could not be identified, but the drugs were confiscated. 

4. International Cooperation. 

The Government of the Philippine Islands has nothing to report. 

B. PARTICULAR DRUGS 

5. Raw Opium and Coca Leaves. 

Neither crude opium nor the coca leaf is produced in the Philippine 
Islands, all supplies thereof being imported. 

6. Prepared Opium. 

The term "prepared opium" is understood to mean opium prepared 
for smoking. The importation, manufacture, and use of prepared 
opium are prohibited in the Philippine Islands. 

The majority of opium smokers in the Philippine Islands are 
Chinese. Very few Filipinos smoke or eat opium. Every possible 
effort is being made to eliminate this vice. Of the 604 persons arrested 
during the calendar year 1930, 448 were Chinese and 156 natives. 



Almost all of the natives arrested were found illegally possessing opium 
(i. e., not in the act of smoking) and were charged accordingly. 

7. Indian Hemp (Marihuana). 

The Government of the Philippine Islands has nothing to report 
with respect to this drug. Philippine hemp or abacli is musa textilis, 
a plant not related to cannabis sativa.

MORPHINE 

Morphine is not manufactured in the Philippine Islands, all supplies 
thereof being imported into the Islands for medicinal and scientific 
purposes. The Collector of Internal Revenue supervises the lawful 
importation of medicinal and scientific morphine. Seizures of mor- 
phine will be found in the statistical table of seizures of all drugs 
appearing elsewhere in this report. 



HEROIN 



Heroin is not produced in the Philippine Islands. Supplies are 
imported under the supervision of the Collector of Internal Revenue 
for medicinal purposes only. No seizures of this drug were made 
during the calendar year ended December 31, 1930. 



COCAINE 

Cocaine is not produced in the Islands. Its use is restricted to 
medicinal and scientific purposes only and supplies are imported 
under the supervision of the Collector of Internal Revenue. Seizures 
of cocaine will also be found in the statistical table of all seizures 
appearing in another part of this report.

Under local laws, opium and other prohibited drugs confiscated 
by the Government may be sold only for medicinal purposes to persons 
duly authorized by law to deal therein. This is not done, however, 
inasmuch as the drugs confiscated have little or no medicinal value. 
All drugs, therefore, seized by the various government agencies are 
incinerated in the furnaces of the Government ice plant after they 
are confiscated by the Government. During the calendar year 1930, 
however, no destruction of drugs was made.

CALENDAR YEAR 1931 

A. GENERAL 

1. New Legislation. 

The Philippine Legislature on November 16, 1931, approved a law, 
identified as Act No. 3898, entitled "An Act to Amend Sections Ten 
and Eleven of Act Numbered Twenty-three hundred and Eighty- 
one, entitled 'An Act restricting the Use of Opium and Repealing 
Act Numbered Seventeen Hundred and Sixty-one/ " 

Under the terms of this act there is created a permanent annual 
appropriation of such an amount as may be necessary to pay rewards 
to informers, specifying the maximum amount payable as a reward for 
information leading to a conviction, as well as the method by which 
payment is to be made. The same act also allows the compromising 
of any case when the accused is suffering from illness that would be 
aggravated by imprisonment, allowing the compromise to be made 
either before or after commencement of legal proceedings, but before 
final judgment is pronounced. 

With the exception of the changes as embodied in the new legisla- 
tion referred to above, the laws and regulations set forth in reports 
previously submitted are still in force. 

2. Control of International Trade. 

The control of international trade continued to be exercised as in 
the previous year. No opium, coca leaves, or any derivative of either 
of them was exported from the Islands during the calendar year 1931. 

3. Internal Regulation of the Manufacture, Sale, Distribution, Use, Etc., of the 

Drugs. 

The internal regulation of the narcotic drug traffic remained the 
same as in the previous year. * 

Brief resumes of the circumstances connected with a few important 
seizures, as illustrative of the manner in which the illicit traffic is 
supplied, follow: 

On January 13, 1931, customs officers at Cebu seized on board the S. S. Cotabato 
of the Compania Naviera Cebuana (Filipino) 35 tins, each containing one tael of 
smoking opium. Each tin was marked with the word "Tonggee" and bore 
Chinese characters. The vessel arrived at Cebu on January 13, 1931, from Manila,, 
having left the latter port on January 10, 1931. The drugs were confiscated and 
complaint was filed against the ostensible owner and the person implicated with 
him. 

On January 31, 1931, customs officers searched the S. S. Jolo of the Compania 
Maritima (Filipino) at Cebu, seized 200 one-tael tins of smoking opium and 
arrested one Go Cong alias John Doe as the ostensible owner. The ship had just

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arrived at Cebu, coming from Manila, whence she had sailed January 29, 1931. 
One hundred and fifty-three of these tins bore certain Chinese characters and the 
brand "Three (3) Goats" and the remaining 47 tins were marked "Scale Balance" 
and also bore Chinese characters. The drugs were confiscated and Go Cong was 
held for prosecution. 

Customs officers, in searching the S. S. Bohol of the Compania Maritima (Fili- 
pino) at Zamboanga, on February 25, 1931, found in the crews' quarters 18 one- 
tael tins of smoking opium. The vessel had just arrived at Zamboanga, coming 
from Davao. The vessel left Manila on February 17, 1931, and had visited the 
ports of Cebu and Davao. Each tin bore the word "Tonggee" and Chinese 
characters. This opium is known as "Gold Coin" brand, a good grade of 
smoking opium. It was not possible to determine who was responsible for this 
attempted unlawful shipment. The drugs were confiscated. 

On September 19, 1931, customs officers seized from the Chinese Baggage 
Inspection Room in the Customs Building at Manila, a suitcase containing 300 
one-tael tins of smoking opium. It is alleged that these drugs were brought into 
the Islands as part of the passengers' baggage from the S. S. Anking of Smith Bell 
& Co. (British), which vessel had arrived at Manila on September 16, 1931, com- 
ing from Amoy, China, whence she had sailed on September 14, 1931. Each tin 
bore Chinese characters and the figure of a Chinese pagoda on the label. It was 
not possible to determine who caused this attempted importation, but the drugs 
were confiscated. 

4. International Cooperation. 

A representative of the Philippine Government was sent to assist 
the American observer at the Conference on Opium Smoking held in 
Bangkok, Siam, from November 9, 1931, to November 27, 1931.

5. Raw Opium and Coca Leaves. 

Neither crude opium nor the coca leaf was produced in the Philip- 
pine Islands, all supplies thereof being imported. 

6. Prepared Opium. 

Of the 434 persons arrested during the calendar year 1931, 293 
were Chinese, 140 were natives and 1 was an American. Almost all 
of the natives arrested were found illegally possessing opium (i. e. not 
in the act of smoking) and were charged accordingly. 

7. Indian Hemp (Marihuana). 

The Government of the Philippine Islands has nothing to report 
with respect to this drug.

MORPHINE 

Morphine is not manufactured in the Philippine Islands, all supplies 
thereof being imported for medicinal and scientific purposes. The 
Collector of Internal Revenue supervises the lawful importation of 
medicinal and scientific morphine. Seizures of morphine will be 
found in the statistical table of seizures of all drugs appearing else- 
where in this report. 

HEROIN 

Heroin is not produced in the Islands. Supplies are imported under 
the supervision of the Collector of Internal Revenue for medicinal 
purposes only. Seizures of heroin will be also found in the statistical 
table of seizures of all drugs appearing in another part of this report. 

COCAINE 

Cocaine is not produced in the Philippine Islands. Its use is 
restricted to medicinal and scientific purposes only and supplies are 
likewise imported under the supervision of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue. Seizures of this drug will also be found in the statistical 
table heretofore mentioned.
